There really is such a 
thing as a free lunch and 
Casey County’s school 
children will get not only a 
free lunch but breakfast as 
well. 

The Casey County Board 


of Education approved the 
recommendation from 
Food Services Director 
Teresa Terry at Monday’s 
meeting. 

“We have always been 
able to but now our per¬ 
centages are way up,” she 
said, referring to families 
on Medicaid, foster chil¬ 


dren, children on the mi¬ 
grant list, and children con¬ 
sidered homeless, such as 
living with a grandparent 
or someone not their birth 
parents. 

Terry said that the dis¬ 
trict has to meet three crite¬ 
ria to be reimbursed for the 
free breakfast and lunches 
through the Community 
Eligibility Provision: 

■ Serve all students one 


free breakfast and one free 
lunch per day. 

■ Cover food service 
expenses if there is a short¬ 
fall. 

■ Appoint a coordinator 
who develops and conducts 
the processing of House¬ 
hold Information Forms, 
which cannot be done by a 
food service employee. 

In serving free meals, 
Terry said that students are 


served five components at 
lunch — bread, milk, fruit, 
vegetable, and a protein. 
Students must take at least 
three of these for the dis¬ 
trict to meet the guidelines. 

However, should students 
want extra food, items can 
be purchased separately. 

For example, a hamburg¬ 
er, cheeseburger, or slice

Bevin campaigns 
in Casey County

Donna Rigney, owner of 
the Village Restaurant, was 
busy filling breakfast orders 
along with coffee cups on 
Monday morning when she 
learned that Matt Bevin was 
on his way to the restaurant. 

“Who’s Matt Bevin?” Ri¬ 
gney asked. Good question. 

A Republican who’s run¬ 
ning in the May 20 primary 
against Sen. Mitch McCon¬ 
nell, Bevin faces that ques¬ 
tion a lot as he campaigns 
around the state. 

And another sentiment 
he’s encountering from vot¬ 
ers is strong support for Mc¬ 
Connell, especially in Casey 
County. 

“This is McConnell terri¬ 
tory. This is his town,” said 
Liberty resident Sue Gilpin, 
who said she didn’t know 
who Bevin was until that 
morning at the restaurant. 

Not only is Bevin strug¬ 
gling to overcome a lack of 


name recognition, he’s also 
facing a Goliath of an op¬ 
ponent in McConnell, a 30- 
year veteran in Congress. 

McConnell has amassed a 
considerable sum of money 
for his campaign, by some 
estimates more than 20 
times as much. 

Also, McConnell’s cam¬ 
paign has employed a Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky student 
to follow Bevin on the cam¬ 
paign trail and videotape 
his speeches and conversa¬ 
tions with potential voters, 
a tactic which Bevin says 
help McConnell build lies 
against him. 

However, McConnell’s 
campaign spokeswoman 
cried foul at the accusation. 

“Mackenzie is a bright 
honor student at the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky whose job 
it is to make sure Mr. Bevin 
says the same things to peo¬ 
ple in Liberty that he says 
to people in Louisville. Mr.

More than 50 people gath¬ 
ered in City Hall on March 9 
to once again honor Ronnie 
Joe Wesley, the city’s Utili¬ 
ties Superintendent who died 
unexpectedly on March 7. 

Mayor Steve Sweeney 
hung a photo of Wesley in 
the council chambers and 
announced that the city 
maintenance building has 
been renamed the Ronnie 
Joe Wesley Maintenance 
Center. 

The mayor and city coun¬ 
cil approved May 17 as 
Ronnie Joe Wesley Day in 
the City of Liberty. 

In other business, the 
council: 

■ Voted to advertise for 
bids the cutting of hay on the 
small portion of the 328 acre 
new lake property. 

■ Approved an expen¬ 
diture of approximately 


$29,000 to renovate a water 
filter at the water plant. The 
concrete has degraded mak¬ 
ing the renovation necessary 
to replace it. 

■ Accepted a bid of 
$2,150 from Mike True to 
purchase the old 70-foot by 
70-foot water tank property 
behind J & J Car Wash. 


■ Declared three police 
cruisers surplus property to 
be sold at auction at the Cen¬ 
tral Kentucky AG/EXPO 
Center. Sweeney said that 
the vehicles had in excess of 
100,000 miles. 

■ Went into executive 
session to discuss property 
and personnel. No action 


was taken. 

■ Heard City Clerk 
Sharleen Rodgers give the 
following city fund bal¬ 
ances — General Fund, 
$335,031; Water and Sewer 
Fund, $66,947; Water and 
Sewer Depreciation Fund, 
$411,129; OshKosh Fund, 
$218,948; Economic De¬ 


velopment, $248,086; and 
the Shugars site, $107,668; 
among the major fund 
balances. Among the cer¬ 
tificates of deposit, major 
accounts include Edward 
Jones, $138,618; Gas Debt,

Politics can get down and dirty 


As you can see in today’s 
paper, Republican Senate 
hopeful Matt Bevin was in 
Liberty on Monday to do a 
bit of campaigning and to 
gain some name recogni¬ 
tion. 

Several people at the Vil¬ 
lage Restaurant, asked if 
they knew who Bevin was 
or what he believed, re¬ 
sponded that they did not. 

But ask local people who 
Kentucky Republican Sen¬ 
ator Mitch McConnell is, 
and they will tell you that 
they indeed know him. 

In addition, one woman 
told me that “this is Mitch 
McConnell’s town,” refer¬ 
ring to Liberty and Casey 
County. 

Matt Bevin is a nice guy 
who genuinely believes he 
has a chance to unseat Mc¬ 
Connell. But it’s an uphill 
battle all the way until the 
May 20 primary. And that 
hill is the size of Mount 
Everest. 

History tells us that since 
1960, only 19 congressio¬ 
nal incumbents have fallen 
in primary races and it’s 
not likely McConnell will 
join that list. 

The senior Senator, in 
office for 30 years, is a 



street fighter who’s left po¬ 
litical opponents bloodied 
and beaten on the side of 
the road. Not one opponent 
has come close to seriously 
challenging McConnell’s 
senate seat. 

In addition, McConnell’s 
political war chest is esti¬ 
mated to be 20 times larger 
than Bevin’s campaign 
funds. 

While it’s true that Mc¬ 
Connell also has Demo¬ 
cratic challenger Alison 
Lundergan Grimes waiting 
in the wings in Novem¬ 
ber’s General Election, 
just watch the money come 
rolling in should he defeat 
Bevin in the primary. It’s 
also highly likely Grimes 
will join the ranks of the 
walking dead on Nov. 7, 
the day after the election. 

Leaving no political 
stone unturned, it’s inter¬ 
esting what the Senator 
is thinking when his cam¬ 
paign sends a young wom¬ 


an to videotape and record 
Bevin’s speeches. 

Bevin identified the 
young woman — who re¬ 
fused to identify herself to 
a reporter or say why she 
was following Bevin — as 
“McKenzie,” a political 
science major at the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky. 

Bevin said that McCon¬ 
nell’s people edit the vid¬ 
eotapes to splice together 
misquotes and take his 
statements out of context. 
Lies, he called them. 

Additionally, there has 
not been a poll conducted 
in about two months show¬ 
ing voters’ preferences in 
the senate primary. 

Is it possible Bevin is 
lurking a little too close 
and McConnell’s campaign 
is ducking in the sand? 

Not likely since the 
last poll done in February 
showed McConnell lead¬ 
ing Bevin almost 40 per¬ 
cent points. 

Politics is not for the 
faint of heart but Bevin is 
also a fighter who’s served 
in the military and started 
his own business from 
scratch. He’s also a Chris¬ 
tian, a member of South¬ 
east Christian Church in 


Louisville, who said he’s 
guided by God’s Word, the 
Bible in daily life. 

But even if the big races 
are not so nice, the local 
ones are shaping up to be 
congenial in nature. 

On the local level, candi¬ 
dates in this election cycle 
are running amiable, al¬ 
most friendly races, devoid 
of name calling and mud 
slinging. 

One candidate for coun¬ 
ty-judge executive said 
that he was eating supper 
Friday night in a local res¬ 
taurant when an opponent 
for the same office came 
in with his wife. The three 
wound up breaking bread 
at the same table. 

That’s good for local 
politics for voters to see 
opponents visiting together 
and sharing a meal. 

National political races 
may get down in the mud, 
but local friends and neigh¬ 
bors who run against each 
other can stay above all 
that. 

That’s what makes 
Casey County an outstand¬ 
ing place in this world. If 
only Washington could be 
like this.

It’s an 
old story, after all. We’ve 
heard it over and over; we 
know what happens. 

And yet, as we contem¬ 
plate the living Christ, the 
One who is alive from the 
dead, as we try to unpack 
the implications of that, 
our hearts will hopefully 
come alive with the God 
who is always the Lord of 
the eternal Now, and well 
as the everlasting Tomor¬ 
row. 

As Bible scholar, N.T. 
Wright said, “Easter was 
when Hope in person sur¬ 
prised the whole world by 
coming forward from the 
future into the present.” 

The depth of that truth 
is certainly something 


worth shouting about, if 
not vocally, at least in your 
heart. 

I’m reminded of a story 
I read years ago in Lead¬ 
ership Journal by Vernon 
Grounds. It was a vignette 
from the life of the British 
preacher, W.E. Sangster. 

Sangster was known for 
his effectiveness in the 
pulpit. In the mid-1950s, 
while lecturing in Texas, 
Sangster noticed that he 
had difficulty swallowing 
and walking. He was sub¬ 
sequently diagnosed with 
a type of progressive mus¬ 
cular atrophy. Gradually, 
the physicians told him, 
his muscles would waste 
away, and he would no 
longer be able to swallow. 

Sangster threw himself 
into his work. He wrote; 
he spoke; he did all he 
could to proclaim the 
Good News of the gospel. 
When people pitied him, 
he would say, “I’m only in 
the kindergarten of suffer¬ 
ing.” 

Finally, he was com¬ 


pletely immobilized and 
could barely speak. Shak¬ 
ily holding a pen in his 
hand he wrote a letter 
on Easter Sunday to his 
daughter, Margaret Phip- 
pin. In that letter, Sangster 
said, “It is terrible to wake 
up on Easter morning and 
have no voice with which 
to shout, ‘He is risen!’— 
but it would be still more 
terrible to have a voice and 
not want to shout.” 

Sangster would live only 
a few more weeks. But 
in reality, he had become 
truly alive. 

Whether you shout, 
“He’s alive,” or “He is 
risen,” I hope you at least 
have it in your heart to 
shout. And even if no one 
hears the cry of your heart 
as you praise the Lord, 
God will. 

And he will be rejoicing 
with you.

of pizza is $1.25, breakfast 
items such as a breakfast 
pizza, sausage biscuit, or 
bacon/egg/cheese biscuit 
is $1. 

Among other busi¬ 
ness, the BOE also voted 
to realign school districts 
according to population 
counts according to fed¬ 


eral law. The realignment, 
based upon population 
figures from the 2010 cen¬ 
sus, reduces the margin 
between the highest and 
lowest populated school 
board districts from 2,702 
persons to 962.

County purchases new tractor

The county road crew 
will have a new weapon in 
their arsenal when mowing 
season begins in earnest 
later this summer. 

Magistrates voted on 
April 7 in the regular fiscal 
court meeting to purchase 
a new Massey Ferguson 
HD 2680 for $38,743 from 
Liberty Motors in Liberty. 
A second bid was received 
from Limestone Farm 
Equipment in Somerset for 
$45,342.72. 


In other business, magis¬ 
trates: 

■ Received for filing 
purposes only, the Casey 
County Conservation Dis¬ 
trict budget for 2014-15 
— submitted by Treasurer 
Roger Weddle — shows 
$61,080 from millage tax, 
$356,235 in the deceased 
animal fund, $240,000 in 
CAIP (County Agricul¬ 
ture Investment Program), 
among other income, for 
a total of $678,090, with 
$971,190 available. 


Disbursements include 
1,247 for employee ex¬ 
penses, $59,541 for office 
operations, $826,239 for 
education and promotion, 
$16,563 for supervisors’ 
expenses, with total expen¬ 
ditures listed as $971,190. 

■ Declared a Hobart 
oven, Imperial deep fryer, 
and a white Dodge Ram 350 
truck as surplus equipment. 
Judge-Executive Ronald 
Wright told the court that 
the oven and fryer were 
non working equipment 
from the jail and would go 
to the recycling center. The 
Dodge truck will be placed

For the fifth year in a row, Kentucky ranks 
49th in the nation in a well-being survey. 

The Gallup organization and Healthways, 
a Franklin, Tenn.-based company, have com¬ 
piled their Well-Being Index since 2008. 
Only West Virginia was ranked lower than 
Kentucky in the most recent survey. North 
and South Dakota were ranked first and sec¬ 
ond, respectively. 

The survey examines a participant’s per¬ 
ceptions on a variety of topics including 
physical and emotional health, healthy be¬ 
haviors, work environment, social and com¬ 
munity factors, financial security, and access 
to necessities like food, shelter and health 
care. The results are used to create a well¬ 
being rank for each state, community and 
congressional district. 

Kentucky’s Fifth Congressional District, 
which covers eastern Kentucky, ranked last 
overall out of the 434 congressional districts 
of Congress, according to the survey. Ken¬ 
tucky’s First Congressional District, which 
includes Paducah, ranked second lowest in 
the state and 418th overall. 

“Well-being encompasses how we think 
about and experience our lives,” according to 
James Pope and James Harter, science offi¬ 
cers for Healthways and Gallup, respectively, 
in an introduction to the 2013 index. “This 
information gives employers, health plans, 
health systems, governments and communi¬ 
ties unmatched insight into the state of their 
populations.” 

Dr. Stephanie Mayfield, Kentucky De¬ 
partment for Public Health commissioner, 
knows the state has a lot of work to do in im¬ 
proving the health of its citizens. Kentucky 
is among the national leaders in a number 
of categories, including cancer diagnoses, 
smoking rates, diabetes and heart disease. 
“I’m familiar with the (well-being) report and 
other reports like if where we are down at or 
near the bottom,” Mayfield said. “That’s why 
we have this aggressive initiative, kyhealth- 
now, to develop strategies to address our 
health issues.” 

As part of kyhealthnow, seven major health 
goals have been set to be achieved within the 
next five years. They include reductions in 
the rate of uninsured (to less than 5 percent), 
smoking rate (by 10 percent), obesity rate (by 
10 percent), cancer deaths (by 10 percent), 
percentage of children with untreated den¬ 
tal decay (by 25 percent), deaths from dmg 
overdose (by 25 percent) along with reduc¬ 
ing the average number of poor mental health 
days by 25 percent.

Planned renewal of Ichthus 
Festival is called off until 2015

The organizers of the Ichthus Festival an¬ 
nounced April 12 that the Christian music 
festival’s relaunch has been postponed until 
2015. 

The festival had been scheduled for June 
4-7 at the Kentucky Horse Park. 

In explaining the decision in a Facebook 
posting, organizers said that an “unusually 
high number of snow days” during the winter 
has extended school makeup days into and 
past the festival. 

“This has made it impossible for many to 
attend,” the post stated. 

The organizers now say the festival will be 
held July 8-11,2015. 

They said they are calling people who 
have already bought tickets to notify them 
of the cancellation. The organizers said they 
will honor those tickets at the 2015 festival. 

The Ichthus Festival began in 1970 and 
was the oldest continually running contem- 
poraiy Christian music festival in the country 
before it folded after being held in 2012. Fi¬ 
nancial problems were to blame. 

Meanwhile, the farm off U.S. 68 in 
Wilmore where Ichthus was held for many 
years is scheduled to host a Christian music 
festival again later this month. 

“The Redemption” has been scheduled for 
April 26, with a lineup including Disciple, 
The Never Claim and others. 


Child abuse is a crime

The stoiy of an uneducated farmer from 
Anderson County was buried with him in an 
unmarked grave in Columbia until one of his 
descendants unearthed the truth and fought to 
have him recognized. 

Kentucky Veterans Cemetery-Central in 
Radcliff honored the sacrifice of Burrell L. 
Strange Sr. on April 11, dedicating a head¬ 
stone in his memory. 

Strange was killed in combat during the 
summer of 1863 while serving with the 
Union Army in the U.S. Civil War. He joined 
the Union in 1862 at age 40, leaving his 
family behind to serve his country, said Ron 
Strange, Burrell’s great-great-grandson. 

Ron Strange was combing through his 
family genealogy in search of his great- 
grandparents ’ resting place when he stumbled 
on the acknowledgement of his great-great- 
grandfather. He found his great-grandparents 
buried in a cemetery in Anderson County and 
realized his great-grandfather was named 
Burrell Strange Jr. 

“If there’s a junior, there has to be a senior 
somewhere,” Ron told his son, Brad. 

He found his great-great-grandmother’s 
grave but her husband was not buried with 
her. 

Together, Ron and his son scoured cities 
and towns throughout Kentucky, spending 
hours and driving miles to find documenta¬ 
tion that could lead them to Burrell Strange 
Sr.’s grave. 

He uncovered Burrell’s name on micro¬ 
film in Frankfort and found his enlistment 
and service records. Ron heard there were 
unmarked mass graves in Columbia, so he 
drove there and asked around, browsing the 
public library and linking up with a local his¬ 
torian in hopes of finding them. 

He never located Burrell’s remains, 
but he believes the Union soldier 
was buried in one of the mass graves. 
Ron Strange’s wife is buried at Veterans 
Cemetery-Central and he plans to be interred 
there upon his death. Knowing his great- 
great-grandfather now is remembered there, 
he said, is awesome. 

“To this day, no one really knows where 
he is, but at least I know where his memoiy 
is,” Ron said. 

As he started accumulating documenta¬ 
tion about Burrell’s life and military service, 
Ron approached the Veterans Administra¬ 
tion about having a stone placed in Burrell’s 
memory. He was rejected numerous times 
for inadequate documentation. 

Dejected but not defeated, Ron sought the 
help of Chuck Heater, director of Kentucky 
Veterans Cemetery-Central, to secure a head¬ 
stone, yet was met with denial once more. 

“Cemetery (administrations) just don’t al¬ 
low these things to happen unless there’s a lot 
of evidence,” Heater said.

Kentucky New Era 

In Kentucky, more than 25,000 ad¬ 
ditional cases of child abuse and neglect 
were reported from 2009 to 2013, accord¬ 
ing to an annual multi-agency assessment 
prepared last year by the Division of Pro¬ 
tection and Permanency, the Department 
of Community Based Services and the 
Cabinet for Health and Family Services. 
Perhaps the most shocking detail of the as¬ 
sessment, 17,884 cases were reported across 
the commonwealth in 2013 alone. 

What is abuse? 

To stem the tide, officials say it’s necessary 
to first define the different types of abuse. 

According to Christian Family Court Judge 
Jason Fleming, “education and information 
are the most important tools” in fighting ne¬ 
glect and abuse even though not all cases of 
“abuse” can be qualified as such. 

“First, eveiybody has a duty to report child 
abuse,” he said, emphasizing that it’s actually 
a crime in Kentucky not to report it. Anyone 
who suspects child abuse and fails to speak 
up can be fined, jailed or both. 

The judge said dependency cases are his 
primaiy focus. These are the cases where, 
through no fault of anyone, a child must be 
placed in the care of another relative or in 
state custody. 

Fleming gave examples that, “if both par¬ 
ents are in jail, or a custodial parent is in the 
hospital following a car accident, or if both 
parents are deceased, it is up to the court to 
place those children with an appropriate care¬ 
giver.” 

Fleming said neglect cases deal with envi¬ 
ronmental issues, such as children living in 
filthy conditions or not being bathed or fed 
properly, and these cases do not necessarily 
have to include physical abuse. He said many 
of these cases do not require taking a child 
away from the parents or custodians, as long 
as the offenses are mild and can be remedied 
with in-home support services. 


Prank call spurs middle 
school lockdown

Harrison County Middle School went on 
security lockdown April 10 after a wild ru¬ 
mor spread that a convicted murderer had 
escaped and was seen on the premises. 

The Cynthiana Police Department is still 
investigating how the mmor got started. 

Soon after Harrison County High School 
launched a mock lockdown to test its emer¬ 
gency procedures, a report was dispatched 
to the city police that an escaped convict, 
Bass Webb, had been seen trying to enter the 
middle school. 

The middle school immediately initiated 
lockdown procedures while several Cynthi¬ 
ana police officers raced to the scene. 

Officers immediately searched the area 
while middle school administrative and se¬ 
curity personnel covered building entrances, 
waiting for a sign that everything was clear. 

While police conducted a search of the 
building, a call was sent to the Eastern 
Kentucky Correctional Complex in West 
Liberty where Webb, convicted of murder 
in July 2012, is serving a 60-year sentence. 
Guards at the West Liberty complex said they 
had visual confirmation that Webb was still 
in prison. 

Alan Judy, a detective with the Cynthiana 
Police Department, said that an investigation 
is being conducted into the source of the false 
information. 

“It appears as though some misinforma¬ 
tion was circulated that escalated the whole 
thing,” Det. Judy said. He points to the news 
that day about another escaped criminal from 
the Grant County jail which, combined with 
the mock lockdown drill at the high school, 
may have played a major role in the inci¬ 
dent. A

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Edelen to host'Good Government'summit in Liberty

Having been elected to 
office in 2012 as the can¬ 
didate who would promote 
transparency with taxing 
districts and boards, Ken¬ 
tucky State Auditor Adam 
Edelen continues this 
quest by hosting a slate of 
state-wide “Good Govern¬ 
ment” seminars. 

Edelen is scheduled 
to be in Liberty today, 
Wednesday, April 16, 
from 1-3:30 p.m. at the 
Central Kentucky AG/ 
EXPO Center. 


In a press release, 
Edelen said the summit 
is designed to strengthen 
accountability and trans¬ 
parency in school dis¬ 
tricts, local governments, 
boards, and commissions. 

Public officials repre¬ 
senting schools, cities, 
counties, special districts, 
and other interested par¬ 
ties are invited to attend 
the free program. City 
and county officials can 
receive training credit for 
attending the summit. 

The inaugural Good 
Government Summit held 
last October in Northern 


Kentucky received high 
marks from some of the 
200-plus attendees, stated 
the press release. 

As a result, public offi¬ 
cials across the Common¬ 
wealth urged Edelen to 
bring the program to their 
regions. 

“Recent scandals have 
focused the public’s at¬ 
tention on the bad apples, 
but the strong turnout at 
the inaugural Good Gov¬ 
ernment Summit demon¬ 
strated that the majority 
of public servants want to 
do the right thing,” Edelen 
said. 


Edelen will be joined 
by representatives of the 
auditor’s office who will 
talk about governance for 
councils, commissions and 
boards; policies for sound 
financial management and 
preparing for audits. 

An FBI agent based in 
London will talk about 
public corruption. 

The Auditor’s office 
in recent years has con¬ 
ducted special examina¬ 
tions into state agencies, 
cities, school districts and 
special districts that have 
identified serious abuses 
of taxpayer dollars. 


“These incidents can and 
have happened all across 
the Commonwealth,” 
Edelen said. “I am bring¬ 
ing together experts on 
governance, accounting 
and public corruption to 
give public officials the 
tools they need to run lo¬ 
cal governments honestly 
and efficiently.”

Bevin must be upset at the 
many times she has caught 
him changing his story,” 
said Allison Moore, press 
secretary to McConnell. 

Additionally, Bevin, who 
has never run for political 
office of any kind, isn’t as 
politically savvy as McCo¬ 
nnell. 

However, even with all 
these challenges, Bevin said 
that he’s in this fight until 
the finish. 

When people say to him 
that they’re supporting Mc¬ 
Connell, Bevin poses a se¬ 
ries of questions, especially 
to members of the working 
class. 

“How’s that working for 
you? How did it feel last 
week when a town close by 
lost 600 jobs going down 
the road? How did that feel? 
Are you better off now than 
you were four years ago?” 
Bevin said. 

In attempting to build 
a grassroots movement to 
counterattack what he calls 
McConnell’s establishment 
politics, Bevin wants people 
to know who he is and what 
he stands for. 

“I’m a guy who grew up 
in a large family in northern 
New Hampshire, very rural 
and poor, similar to east¬ 
ern Kentucky. I learned the 
value of hard work, I was 
raised in a strong Christian 


home, paid my way through 
college, I’m a military vet¬ 
eran, father of nine chil¬ 
dren, small business owner, 
strong pro-life, strong Sec¬ 
ond Amendment, and I’m 
a believer in a constitution¬ 
ally limited government,” 
he said. 

Bevin said that at a young 
age, he learned to milk cows 
and pluck chickens. 

In contrast, he said that 
McConnell picked up an¬ 
other trade. 

“McConnell grew up 
learning how to milk tax¬ 
payers and pluck our wal¬ 
lets,” Bevin said, referring 
to McConnell’s estimated 
$30 million net worth. “Ca¬ 
reer politicians are not serv¬ 
ing us well.” 

Bevin said that having 
grown up poor and working 
hard, he can better identify 
with working class Ken¬ 
tuckians. 

“We don’t have enough 
people who’ve walked in 
our shoes economically, 
who’ve served this nation 
in uniform, who’ve owned 
a business employing peo¬ 
ple in this environment,” 
Bevin said. “ I have and nei¬ 
ther of the other opponents 
in this race have done these 
things,” he said, referring to 
Democratic challenger Ali¬ 
son Lundergan Grimes. 


Core beliefs 

Bevin said that he’s a 
big believer in term limits 
for members of Congress, 
passing a balanced budget 
amendment, banning the 
earmarking, where legisla¬ 
tors add special projects to 
bills passing through Con¬ 
gress; and he said he sup¬ 
ports a permanent ban on 
insider trading by members 
of Congress. 

“Legislators are the only 
people in America allowed 
to do what Martha Stew¬ 
art was sent to prison for 
doing — insider trading. 
They control information 
and profit from it and so can 
their staffers,” Bevin said. 

Still, Bevin said he’s 
counting on voters to share 
his call for a change in 
Washington from business 
as usual. 

Referring to failed po¬ 
litical promises and gov¬ 
ernment programs, Bevin 
reacted. 

“It’s like Charlie Brown 
and Lucy and the football. 
McConnell plays us like 
Lucy. Every six years he 
plays us like Lucy. Voters 
think they’re going to get to 
kick the football and he pulls 
it away every time. He’s full 
of baloney and I’m fed up 
with it. I don’t like people 
who are bullies or liars and 
he’s been a man who’s been 
both,” Bevin said.
